WASHINGTON, July 
War Department has secretly de- 
veloped new rapid-fire artillery | 
at high speed six miles above the 
earth and can destroy ships 20 
miles at sea, it was learned to- 
night. 

The guns, called the most mod- 
ern in the world, were perfected 
after several years of experiment 
by the army ordnance department 
in co-operation with commercial 
companies. 

The guns are electrically oper- 
ated and are described by experts 
as “foolproof” in their accuracy.

BRITISH MONARCH 
HAILED IN PARIS 


King George VI Pledges 
Far-Flung Empire to Al- 
liance With France. 


PARIS, July 19.—(UP)—King 
George VI of Great Britain, re- 
ceiving the wildest acclaim seen 
in Paris since Woodrow Wilson 
came to help draft the Versailles 
treaty, tonight pledged his far- 
flung empire to close alliance with 
France in defense of “democratic 
principles and individual liberty.” 

The entente between France and 
Great Britain, he said, is not di- 
rected against any other power and 
he invited other nations to join 
with them in international agree- 
ments to banish Europe’s rum- 
bling threats of war. | 

The 42-year-old monarch and 


his Scottish Queen, Elizabeth, at-|_ 


tended a gala banquet at the 
presidential palace as the climax 
of a day of jubilant homage that 
greeted them at the end of their 
first journey abroad since they 
icame to the throne. 

The King, in the uniform of a 
| British field marshal, told the

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ARE THESE THE “POOR STATES”? 
During the fiscal year which ended on June 
30 last, there were 17 of the 48 states which 
received more, in relief funds from the federal] 
government, than their total payments in fed- 
eral taxes. 


Of these 17 states only three are in the real 
south. They are Alabama, Mississippi and South 
Carolina. The others which received more relief 
than they contributed in taxes are Arizona, 
Arkansas, Idaho, Kansas, Montana, Nebraska, 
New Mexico, North Dakota, Oregon, South Da- 
kota, Utah, Washington, West Virginia and 
Wyoming. 

It must be presumed the federal govern- 
ment, with every possible statistic and report 
available for study, has spent its relief funds 
where the need is greatest. To think other- 
wise would be to accuse the relief administra- 
tion of predicating its expenditures upon other 
reasons than human need. That would be to 
accuse that administration, which is charged 
with the greatest humanitarian undertaking in 
history, with callous disregard for human suf- 
fering. 


If this presumption is correct, it reveals an 
inconsistency between divisions of the federal 
administration which should be explained. 

For President Roosevelt has stated the south 
is the “Number one economic problem of the 
country.” If it is true, as intimated in this 
charge, that living conditions, economic situa- 
tions and the financial status of the average 
person in the south is worse than that of those 
in other sections, it must follow that the relief 
administrators have taken money from the 
poorest section of the country and spent it in 
sections of lesser need. 


For the figures of the United States treasury 
show that Georgia, for instance, sent to Wash- 
ington in the form of federal taxes more money 
than the state received in relief, Whereas these 
other states in the west, midwest and south- 
west received more in relief than they con- 
tributed in taxes. 


Georgia paid in taxes $7,235,177 more than 
she received in relief. 

Montana received in relief $15,534,261 more 
than she paid in taxes. North Dakota received 
$20,075,185 more relief than the state contrib- 
uted in taxes, while South Dakota’s balance in 
the state’s favor was $21,340,524.

ANGLO-AMERICAN TRADE AGREEMENT 

The pending reciprocal trade agreement be- 
tween the greatest trading nations of the 
world, Great Britain and the United States, 
represents an attempt at reviving the old tra- 
ditions of commerce. It is an effort to substi- 
tute a policy of business and peace for the 
present world program of abuse, recrimination 
and war. If its purposes are carried out, it 
would utilize economic strength, rather than 
strictly military power, for the defense of 
democratic institutions. But there are many 
conflicting, as well as mutual, interests be- 
tween the two friendly nations and it will be 
no simple procedure to reach a quick, compre- 
hensive agreement. 

So, in order to facilitate the negotiations, 
the drawing of a limited agreement has been 
indicated in authoritative quarters in London. 
There is also evidence of this in Washington. 
It doubtless means that a compromise will be 
made, eliminating the controversial items, In- 
asmuch as most of the demands for conces- 
sions originated in London, presumably the 
offer of compromise to hasten action originat- 
ed there. 

Not infrequently, when important negotia- 
tions between nations are in progress, it is 
felt that a dead end has been encountered in 
reaching for the main objective. So a com- 
promise follows. In the present case a compre- 
hensive agreement is desirable, but a compro- 
mise would be better than no agreement at all. 
The Canadian-American treaty was based on 
compromise. It was recognized simply as & 
start in the desired direction. In all probabil- 
ity, there will be additional concessions on both 
sides at a later date. It is in this spirit that 
the two nations have maintained peace, 

But there is another angle in the United 
States. Although the less politically minded 
secretary of state, Cordell Hull, is in favor of 
the more comprehensive agreement, those 
actually engaged on the summer hustings pre- 
fer a limited one, especially if the details are 
to be announced to the public before the fall 
elections. A number of Mr. Hull’s reciprocal 
trade agreements have already furnished am- 
munition for the political wars. The tariff is 
a touchy subject, especially during election 
years. 

But the importance of reaching an agree- 
ment indicating perfect accord between the two 
great democratic nations in the face of world 
aggression is so pressing, both London and 
Washington are ready to accept a compromise, 
if necessary, to bring it about. 


THEY OUGHT TO KNOW 


Spokesmen of the German government have 
recently predicted that the anticipated crisis in 
the affairs of Czechoslovakia is due to arrive 
within the next few weeks. The source of such 
a prediction gives it authenticity. For, if the 
Reich is following the same program that re- 
sulted in the absorption of Austria into the 
German nation, it is Berlin which is setting the 
stage and arranging the play. When the stage 
manager says the curtain will go up, he speaks 
with the voice of authority. 

An authorized spokesman is quoted in news 
dispatches from Berlin as saying: “There will 
be provocative acts, but at the head of our gov- 
ernment is a man who declines to be pro- 
voked.” Upon this theory the spokesman pre- 
dicts there will be no war, 

That there will be provocative acts may be 
taken as foregone conclusion. For it is the 
policy of Hitler and the Reich to arrange in ad- 
vance that there shall be situations and acts 
which they can call provocative, thus providing 
an excuse for whatever action Germany even- 
tually takes. 

There were provocative acts in the case of 
Austria. They stemmed from the German Nazis 
resident in that country and their outcome was 
seized upon by Hitler as excuse for his occu- 
pation of the remnant of the ancient Hapsburg 
empire. 

There are Sudeten Germans in Czechoslo- 
vakia who, under the leadership of Konrad 
Henlein, have already stirred up sufficient in- 
ternal turmoil to make it extremiely likely the 
Czech government will do something of the de- 
sired “provocative” nature. 

The stage is set. The eyes of Berlin are 
looking greedily toward the lands of the Czechs. 
France has said, in no uncertain terms, she will 
not permit any ravishment of her Czechoslovak 
ally. Hence it may safely be assumed that Hit-

Six months ago, every responsible New Dealer would have 
answered “no,” but now it must be reported that even the men 
closest to the President are not so sure. From the dinner table 
topic of the Roosevelt-hating rich, the third term question has sud- 
denly grown to be one of the most seriously discussed in the New 
Deal’s inner circle. 

The President’s own attitude on the subject was nicely summed 
up in a London interview given by Secretary of Labor Frances 
Perkins. Miss Perkins was asked whether the President would run 
again. She replied that she had made the same inquiry of the 
President himself, and that, instead of answering, he had merely 
looked out the window. 

True, the President has told such casual visitors as H. G. Wells 
that 1941 would find him reading the history of the Hudson river 
valley, in his new hermitage on Dutchess Hill above Hyde Park. 
But he has also given more than one friend the impression that, in 
case of such national emergency as a world war, he would think it 
his duty to carry on at the White House. And, of late, some men 
around him have thought that a conservative attempt to capture the 
Democratic party might be classified as a national emergency. 


| FACTS BEHIND CHATTER The manner of the President’s

The truth is that no one knows what the President’s intentions 
are. But it may be said that behind the transcontinental progress 
and the third term talk there is the same basic set of facts. 

These facts, which have been pointed out here, are simple 
enough. By his personal strength, the President has given a new 
and more liberal direction to the Democratic party. He has rallied 
a vast popular following to his standard. But he has not carried 
along the party organizations, which will choose the delegates to 
the 1940 convention. The organizations give their allegiance to the 
Garners and the Farleys, who are already planning to nominate a 
middle-of-the-roader in 1940. 

To circumvent the plan to liquidate the New Deal, the President 
has three alternatives. He can capture the organizations, which he 
is rather half-heartedly attempting in his party purge. He can build 
a successor to the point where the 1940 convention must give in, 
which he has tried to do, and failed so far. Or he can run again 
himself. I+ is interesting, if not very significant, that the men around 
the President believe that he is at least aware of the third alternative. 


SIGN OF THE TIMES The President enjoyed a continuous 
popular ovation from Washington to 
Los Angeles, yet the cheering crowds are not likely to affect the 
organization Democrats whom the President and his advisers fear. 
A recent, and little understood instance of the strength of the organi- 
zation was the renomination of Senator Frederick C. Van Nuys by 
the Indiana Democrats. . 
Van Nuys had been marked for destruction, for petty local rea- 
sons, by Indiana’s pushing man-on-a-white horse, Paul V. McNutt. 


Naturally, such an interim report as this cannot be 


| Van Nuys fought back, to be sure, and did accumulate some follow- 


ing in the state. But the best information is that the McNutt ma- 
chine did not give in to Van Nuys because he was too strong for 
them. The McNutt machine gave in because Van Nuys had become 
a symbol of the conservative wing of the Democratic party, and, 
since McNutt cannot expect support from the strict New Dealers, 
he hopes to be the middle-of-the-road candidate in 1940. 
McNutt’s sacrifice is likely to be in vain, as he is heartily de- 
tested by Postmaster General James A. Farley, leader of the middle- 
of-the-road group. But it is a true sign of the times. Elsewhere, 
in New York, Missouri, several New England states, Kansas, Illinois, 
New Jersey, there are reports that the Democratic organizations are

The recent report of the New York State 
Liquor Authority revealed that repeal has not 
been the moral disaster prohibitionists feared.

Once heavy laden boats sailed 
out of Fall River carrying a large 
percentage of the United States’ 
cotton textile output. 
England town

Over a hundred cotton mills op- 
erated there bringing employment 
and prosperity to the city’s 120,000 
citizens. Today there are only a 
vandful, 

The Southern Exodus. 

The exodus of the textile indus- 
try began over 50 years ago, but it 
was slow and the New Englanders 
didn’t notice it much. It wasn’t 
until 10 years ago that Fal) River 
«woke to the fact that cotton man- 
ufacturers had finaliy seen the 
light and moved down where the 
cotton was. 

At first there was something 
like panic, Those first years were 
bad. Hundreds of thousands of 
skilled workers who krew no other 
trade found themseives without 
any means of livelihood. A good 
percentage of them were foreign 
born and a lot of them haven't 
figured out what happened yet. 

The collapse was sudden. The 
old mills that had been staggering 
along in the face of the new south- 
ein competition had grown weak 
almost without knowing it. The 
‘rash of 1929 finished them off and 
they closed their doors for good. 

Today the textile sections of 
New England—Fall River, Paw- 
tucket, Woonsocket, New Bedford 
—nare beginning to stir again and 
show some signs of life. But they 
are still not far from heing indus- 
trial ghost cities. 

Sweat Shops Arrive. 

And the industries that are fil- 
tering in to breathe new life into 
the ghosts are in many cases far 
from desirable. Desperite for em- 
ployment for its thousands, New 
England has let down the bars, 
and the sweatshop boys have been 
quick to seize a golden opportu- 
nity. 

They call the movement of the 
cotton mills southward migration, 
but it wasn’t a shift of the same 
managements in all cases. Indeed 
more often than not it was a case 
of the old northern mills closing 
after brand-new companies formed 
in the south with new capital and 
new equipment, and took away the 
markets from New Eugland.

A few of them are 
even beginning to admit that it 
was more than the alleged cheap 
southern labor that made southern 
competition so deadly to them.

MY DAY + 


ROCHESTER, Minn.—After three hours in Chicago, I took off 
at 10 o’clock Saturday morning for Rochester. It was a lovely day 
and I couldn’t have asked for a smoother trip. 

At Rochester, Dr. and Mrs. Will Mayo met me 
and took me home with them, and then I went 
over to St. Mary’s hospital to see James. He was 
sitting up, fully dressed, and looking extremely 
well—tanned from sitting in the sun on the roof, 
just as though he had been on a sea voyage. He 
had listened over the radio to my arrival and said 
he distinctly heard me say, “No, I don’t think I 
have anything to broadcast.” Apparently every- 
thing I said to anyone after I left the plane had 
been clearly heard, not only by James but by 
everyone who listened to the radio! 

Before lunch I went down and had a talk 
with several of the doctors. 

In the afternoon, James and I went with Dr. 
and Mrs. Mayo to the circus. It was my first 
circus since Sistie and Buzz left the White House. 

But the familiar thrills come back at all ages. I 

was just as relieved as ever when the lions and 

the tigers retired from the cage, leaving the lady 

trainer intact in her blue satin and, later, the man trainer in red, 
unharmed behind them. 

I think what amused me most, however, was the glimpse I had 
on the way out of an elephant’s beauty treatment. I never before 
realized that an elephant’s back is brushed clean with a broom, and 
that he lies down on his side to let his keeper do it. He evidently 
enjoys it very much! 

One other little incident~—when all the elephants were lined up 
spick and span for their final parade, one elephant picked up some 
hay from the ground and threw it on his back. You simply can’t 
say that an elephant looks “sheepish,” but this one certainly had a 
meek expression as he was called out in front of the others and 
made to lie down while his keeper brushed him off all over again. 

After this, James had a rest and so did I. Our evening to- 
gether was most pleasant. Later, I found my bed a very desirable 
spot after a night on the plane. 

Sunday morning I had some time with James, and another talk 
with the special doctor in charge of his case, who is giving him 
directions which must be followed during the six weeks he will be 
away from here. At noon, Dr. Mayo took me over to the clinic build- 
ing and Dr. Balfour attempted to give me, in a short hour, a picture 
of some of the work, both educational and experimental, which is 
constantly being carried on. 

My space is too limited to tell you about it, but the imagination 
and vision which have brought about this network of institutions 
here are so amazing that one stands in awe of the people who 
accomplished all this. Each institution contributes something to 
the others while doing its own special work. 

Nobody -here seems to take much personal credit. They share 
it—with Sister Joseph, for instance, who first suggested St. Mary’s 
hospital, or with the many doctors. But as an observer you know 
that one or two persons have to be the moving spirits in every great 
achievement, and this is a great achievement! 

This morning James and I started our flight home to Hyde Park, 
so that I may fulfill my promise to be home in three days, and he 


may go on his way to Campobello to continue his cure.

In the old 
days it was sufficient for the emi- 
nent specialist to pronounce it 
gout, Today that racket is cramp- 
ed by precise chemical tests of the 
blood. 

One pertinent observation made 
by the clinic doctors who conduct- 


ed their study of alleged gout was. 


that— 

“Clinically there appeared to be 
no greater progression of the ar- 
ticular changes (joint inflamma- 
tion) while the patient was receiv- 
ing a liberal purine intake than 
while he was in the hospital on 
a low purine diet. (Purine is the 
food material from which uric acid 
chiefly derived—liver, beef, 
pork, mutton, chicken, veal, sal- 
mon, halibut, sweetbreads). It is 
of interest that during the four- 
year period of observation the 
number of attacks a year and of 
days spent in bed during the low 
purine regimen was about tenfold 
that observed while the patient 
was eating a _ liberal portion of 
meat each day.”

The correspondent for the 
Chronicle and Sentinel (lineal 
ancestor of the present Augusta 
Chronicle) wrote from Milledge- 
ville on November 14, 1861, dur- 
ing the session of the general 
assembly there: 

“A bill was introduced to pro- 
hibit the distillation of spirits 
from grain in Georgia, that I 
think unnecessary and wrong, 
for there is little grain distilled 
in Georgia, and everybody 
knows that whisky is one of the 
prime necessities of life. 

“It is a demonstrable fact 
that there is more nourishment, 
power ‘and action in one ounce 
of spirits than in any other 

food; the best preventive of ma- 
larious fevers and the best gen- 


) eral remedy for all kinds of 
fever,” .
